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There was no change, no apparent sign that Christmas was seeping 
along towards Head Office until I went behind the scenes. There I 
found two departments busier than ever. 

"How does Christmas affect you?" I asked Mr. de Lange of the Film 

Section. 

"Is this for the journal?" he asked guardedly. [| admitted that it 

was, 

"Then please say that borrowers should reserve their films three 
months before Christmas. Most wait till 
the last minute then all the Christmas 

EDITORIAL films are already booked and we have to re- 
arrange all their programmes." 

He told me that up to 19th December they 

had had to arrange and re-arrange 77 programmes and had sent out 102 

film boxes with varying numbers of films. 

Another department changed precipitously. You opened the door and 
went in and fell over a nativity scene. 

"Shut the door", Through a blur of silver and gold and small figures 

two display artists clutched at Christmas trees flying in the South- 

Easter. "So sorry". Edging your way to a stool you tripped and fell 

over another nativity scene. 

"Perhaps you’ re a little busy?" 

"Busy!" Miss de Villiers exclaimed, "we’ ve allocated 100 displays and 

are nearly finished sending them out." 

Miss Wiehle told me that every one had had six forms, letters and 
receipts connected with it to be made out. 

Another section where work increased is the staff administrative 
section where applications for leave and new appointments are handled 
by Mr. Uys. The number of requests for leave, he told me, had in- 
creased tremendously over Christmas. 

There was a film show, an annual Christmas event called "preview- 
er’s Favourites" presented by the audio-visual section. Each of the 
six members of the film team chose their favourite film of the year 
and the programme was an excellent one. 

"We are so terribly sorry that we cannot invite more people" Dr. Op- 

penheim told me, "it is just impossible to fit them in and so few can 

come compared to the number that should, that it’s almost embarrassing 
for us. We hope that in the new building we can invite everyone as 
we would like to". 

And then the signs that Christmas was here gradually increased, de- 

corations in the typists’ office, a board filled with Christmas cards 

at the end of the passage, and on the last working day, a party

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DISPLAY WORK AT UITENHAGE PUBLIC 
LIBRARY

"A display is a good deal like an individual. To be a success in 
life it must be friendly and appealing, it must have colour, 
balance, personality, and even a sense of humour on occasion. It 
must please before it can inform. Any exhibit lacking these qua- 
lities is likely to fail."

Uitenhage has not had a free library service for very long, and so 
we find that many of our borrowers are unused to using a library and 
are rather lost when choosing books. We have given a good deal of 
attention to displays, often combined with booklists as one way of 
guiding library users and bringing books they would otherwise miss, 
to their notice. In the year I have been looking after the displays, 
I have come to regard it as one of the most fascinating and rewarding 
parts of my work. 

We have five display racks in the adult library, each consisting of 
a sloped rack for books, and an upright board for pictures and cap- 
tions. One is a large one, holding about sixty books, and has a 
Picture board. The others hold about ten books, and the boards are 
12’ x 9°. We have not yet been able to experiment with peg-boards. 

Very attractive drawings and paintings are done by Miss Wena 
Franken, a member of our staff with a talent for drawing and design. 
Black and coloured paper has innumerable uses; for silhouettes, for 
captions, for mounting pictures or bookjackets. 

Pictures come from many sources; travel posters and brochures are 
very useful and colourful, and I have used many pictures from old 
calendars - the kind with a page for each month are particularly good. 
I like to alternate between photographs, printed pictures and hand- 
drawn and painted ones, silhouettes, book-jackets and unadorned let- 
tering. 

Displays are changed every two or three weeks (with the more popu- 
lar displays we usually run out of books anyway!) Each of the four 
small racks holds a different type of display; general non-fiction, 
English and Afrikaans, one called "In the News - Voorbladnuus" always 
contains background material on current events; Afrikaans books, 
fiction and non-fiction, and the fourth for English fiction. We try 
to alternate between fiction and non-fiction, and between fairly popu- 








lar displays and those of a higher standard. Many of the latter did 
not circulate too well, but were, we felt, worth doing all the same, 
because they still drew peoples attention to the subjects displayed, 
and often gave useful information. 

Here are some of the displays we have done during the past year, 
all captions are of course bilingual: 

"On the Track of a Good Book" - a large silhouette of Sherlock Holmes 
holding a real magnifying glass. 

"People of Courage" - biographies of adventurous people, (hand-drawm 
picture of a mountaineer, surrounded by a laurel wreath). 

"Pick of the Crop 1959" - the best of 1959 publications, a large pic- 
ture of a bunch of grapes with real vine leaves. 

"Doctors Through the Ages" - photos of doctors at work. 

"They Saw it Happen" - eye witness accounts of great events, a large 
eye with lines radiating to bookjackets. 

"Old Favourites" - bookjackets with small silhouettes of people read- 
ing. 

The last mentioned one was particularly popular with teenagers. 
The display on doctor-books was so popular that we could not keep the 
stand full, and many "doctor-book" addicts were actually seen taking 
out non-fiction for once. Often we connect displays with events as 
Miss Gillard does. 

All this sounds very time-consuming, but once you have thought out 
what you want to do most of the work is done. When your imagination 
is really gripped by the possibilities of display, ideas come thick 
and fast and it is a source of neverfailing interest to watch peoples 
reactions to the displays, hear their comments and find out what they 
leave severely alone. 


NEWSPAPER DISTRIBUTION: 


There are two methods used by news agents in the despatch of news- 
papers, namely delivery and posting. In order to prevent delays as 
far as possible, the library service has decided to order all news- 
papers at the delivered rate. 

Should Librarians notice that their newspapers are being received 
by post and not delivered, they should immediately take it up with 
the agent who supplies that particular library. This arrangement 
will come into force as from January ist 1961. The delivered method 
does of course not hold good in the very small centres. 
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NEW LIBRARY AT GOODWOOD

This library is immediately pleasing with its quiet overall simpli- 
city. It stands well back from the road so that it is mirrored 
in the long blue rectangle of the pool lying before it. The pool is 
an essential part of the design giving a feeling of added dimension 
to the building and emphasising the almost serene impression made on 
the passer-by. 

The new library has been built on the central square of the Town. 





It is surrounded by buildings of civic and private importance - a 
high school, two churches, municipal offices and residences of good 
standard. 

It has been sited centrally along the main axis of this "village 
green" and some 150 feet back from Voortrekker Road which is the 
heart of the business centre of Goodwood. 

The building has been planned with apparent generous measure en- 
veloping some 14,000 square foot of covered and open space. A central 
administrative core, culminating in the control locality, opposite 
the main entrance foyer, forms the "spine" of the building. Around 
this concentration, the main lending library, reference room, reading 
room, teen-age section, childrens library and group activity rooms 
have been arranged. 

The main library is approached from the Voortrekker Road side, 
through an entrance volume which acts both as wind break and display 
area to the building. The childrens’ library and group activity conm- 
plex are approached from the north side of the site. 

The foyer to the group activity room which is 400 feet square in 
extent, flows into the inner garden court and provides a breathing 
space for group activities. Kitchen and cloakroom facilities are 
conveniently sited in relation to this part of the building. 

Internally the building has been economically and simply furnished. 
All bookshelves and furnishings form part of the overall concept and 
the interior has been designed as a very neutral and comfortable 
background to the library. 

As an outcome of the design requirements, a flat roof construction 
emerged as the most reasonable solution which offered the maximum of 
flexibility in planning. A simple floor slab, somewhat raised above 
its surrounding site level, forms a podium or base from which the 
roof is supported by slender columns at modular levels. 

The roof, like its podium counterpart, over-rides the outside walls 
by 6 feet all round. Panel walls in buff brick rise only to book- 
shelf height and a louvred glass strip releases the slab from its 
basic structure. In classic mood, white-cheeked mosaic columns with 
dark mauve infills, support the ends of the roof slab. The collonade 
and verandah thus formed, provides easy exterior circulation to the 
building and simultaneously a ready method of sun control is achieved 
hereby. 

The whole has been set in a parklike garden. The library, together 
with the pool, which houses five small fountain jets to be illua- 
inated at night, should create a dramatic introduction to Goodwood 
Municipality’s first new venture into the field of civic build- 
ing.

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THEATRE NEWS 


An interesting introduction in the world of theatre is the new 
Organisation formed to promote theatre for children, by children. 
Young South African Productions is training children in all aspects 
of theatre acting, make-up, set construction and decor etc. 

Their first production is "Alice in Wonderland", which takes in 
"Alice Through the Looking Glass" as well, adapted by Clemence Dans. 
It has already played to over 2,000 adults and 6,000 children. On 
January 2nd the cast which includes children from 10 to 18 years of 
age will start their tour of Bloemfontein, East London and Port 
Elizabeth. 

The producer Margot Ford, who at the age of 22 is probably the 
youngest producer in the country, has a long association with the 
theatre since her first appearance at the age of five with Gwen 
Franggcon-Davies and Marda Vanne in "Merry Wives of Windsor". 

This new development is of particular interest to us since Peddie 
has formed a childrens play-reading group and it should stimulate 
other libraries to do the same where possible.

PLAY-READING GROUP FOR JUNIORS 
IN PEDDIE

Mrs. Lucy Lawlor, a member of the Peddie Play-reading Society Com- 
mittee, some time ago suggested that something ought to be done to 
stimulate interest in play-reading among the younger folk at the 
local school. The children were canvassed as to those who would like 
to take part in plays. 

A junior committee was organised among some of the seniors at 
school, and with guidance from Mrs. Lawlor, a number of plays have 
been put on. To mention two, "The Enchanted Christmas Tree" by Per- 
Cival Wilde and "Blue Murder" by Kenneth Lillington. Both these 
plays were taken from the Windmill Book of One Act Plays, edited by 
E.R. Wood. 

Considerable enthusiasm has been shown by many of the younger folk, 
and it is evident that there is in this small town a future basis to 
which the adults can turn for support in the years which lie ahead. 

The childrens group has no problems with transport, wondering if a 
person can come to take part in play-reading, or if the husband has 
decided that the car has been covering too many miles so the folk in 
question drop out at the last moment. There is keen competition for 
parts and they strive to put over a good interpretation of their 
parts. They enjoy dressing up and acting. 

Naturally quite a few snags had to be quietly ironed out. [tis 
quite wrong to put one child older than the others in a play. Heor 
she is inclined to "produce and prompt" the rest of the cast on the 
Stage, and ill-feeling could arise. The problem is to try and spread 
out parts evenly, though some of the boys prefer small parts. "Not 
too much to read please". 

One does wonder if sufficient emphasis is given to reading aloud in 
schools today. It is evident that so many children just have not the 
idea of standing up, opening their mouths and speaking clearly and it 
is difficult to get them to do so. On the other hand a number of the 
young folk have taken to play-reading as easily as a duck takes to 
water. 

Plays have been given before audiences at school, and in a local 
hall before a Young Peoples Guild. It is hoped to develop this group 
still further in 1961. 
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Without doubt there is a lot of potential here and it does develop 
an interest in plays and the theatre among younger folk. It is also 
planned to try plays for children in standards 2-4. All have so far 
been in standards 5-8 at school. 


Laurie van der Merwe adds a few words of Advice: 


It is advisable to have children of the same ages together but this 
is not always possible. 

The producer must be a bit of a dictator without stifling or hind- 
ering the play-readers. He must control, yet give the readers an 
outlet for their own creativity. 

It is most advisable for the producer to have a prompter with him 
who recalls the attention of the readers when it wanders, prompts 
them when necessary and in general makes them toe the line. 

This should be done during rehearsels. [It should not happen that 
at performances there is a break in the production if it is handled 
properly at rehearsels. 

It is important for the children to feel that they can rely on some 
one during performances should anything go wrong and for this purpose 
there should be a prompter behind the scenes who helps the reading 
flow smoothly. 

There will naturally be difficulty at first in getting a routine 
established but they should soon fall into the habit of relying on 
the prompter to prompt and to keep their attention on what they are 
doing. 

However the main thing seems to have been achieved. Everyone 
apparently enjoys what they are doing.
